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Examiner's Answers Dated November 1 and November 28, 2006 

An Examiner's Answer dated November 1, 2006 had been received in response to 
Appellant's Appeal Brief. A Reply Brief responsive to the Examiner's Answer was 
transmitted to the PTO on December 4, 2006, and acknowledgement had been received. A 
second Examiner's Answer dated November 28, 2006 was received on December 4, 2006, 
after sending the Reply Brief. The second Examiner's Answer is identical to the first with 
the exception of sections (9) and (11). Section (9) states that Appellant had requested an 
Oral Hearing before the Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences. However, no such 
request had been made by Appellant at the present time. Section (1 1) states that no decision 
by a court or the Board is identified by the Examiner. 

Appellant acknowledges these new items in the Examiner's Answer of November 28, 
2006. This second Examiner's Answer does not indicate that it should supersede the first 
Examiner's Answer, nor is it indicated that this document is responsive to the Reply Brief. It 
is therefore respectfully submitted that the Reply Brief submitted December 4, 2006 is 
complete and fully responsive to both Examiner's Answers, and therefore a second Reply 
Brief is not necessary. Appellant respectfully requests that the Appeal proceed as indicated. 
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Conclusion 

For at least the above reasons, it is maintained that the claims currently under 
consideration are believed to be patentable over the cited references. Accordingly, it is 
respectfully requested that the rejections of claims 1-8, 12-22, and 24-42 be reversed.
